POST IN YOUR SHACK AND CHECK IN 
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Shuttle Mission 


Space Shuttle flight STS-71, to be launched in 
June, is the first to feature a docking between 
the Shuttle and the Russian MIR space station. 
Special Shuttle Amateur Radio EXperiment 
(SAREX) voice frequencies will be used. 

The special frequencies are Downlink: 145,84 
Mhz worldwide; and Uplinks: 144.45 and 144,47 
Mhz worldwide. 

SAREX and MIR Amateur Radio stations 
normally share the same downlink frequency, 
which would cause interference on the STS-7 1 
mission. Because of this and lessons learned 
from using particular frequencies during 
previous SAREX missions, the SAREX Working 
Group has made these changes for STS-71, 
The new frequencies were chosen after much 
deliberation to minimize interference between 
SAREX, MIR, and terrestrial stations. 

Most SAREX operations are split frequency, 
with a downlink (astronauts transmitting to 
Earth stations) and an uplink (Earth stations 
transmitting to astronauts), Listen to the 
downlink and transmit only when the shuttle is 
in range and the astronauts are on the air. 

MIR operations are simplex and remain on 
145.55 Mhz. 

Before transmitting, listen to the SAREX uplink 
to avoid interfering with others, and listen for 
the astronauts’ instructions about frequencies 
they're using. They won't favor a specific 
uplink, and your ability to work them will be " 
the luck of the draw." 

If these special SAREX frequencies prove 
acceptable, they will be used for future docking 
missions. If you have comments, send them to 
AMSAT's Frank Bauer, KA3HDO, at his callbook 
address, or to the ARRL Educational Activities 
Department. Please note there is a strong 
chance that STS-70 will fly before STS-7 1; if so, 
STS-70 will use the regular SAREX frequencies.

rescue groups to help save lives. 

There's a lot more to Transmitter hunting than 
driving around with a funny looking antenna on 
your vehicle (although you do get some pretty 
strange looks). Its a public service, a technical 
challenge, a club builder, and a whole lot of fun. 
So try it some time.

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Weather Nets 


With the advent of severe weather this is a 
reminder that should severe weather enter our 
area, the National Weather Service will be 
asking our help. Whenever the Weather net is in 
progress it has priority over all routine traffic 
on the repeater. Emergency traffic will be 
allowed, but routine day to day traffic should 
be taken to an alternate repeater. Also the 
Wide Area Severe Weather Net will be on the 
145.19 repeater with the 147.120 acting as 
back up if something should happen. The 
145.190 repeater DOES require PL, Because of 
the set up, it will not be possible to disable PL 
on that repeater. The local County Net will be 
on the 147.360 repeater with the 147.075 
acting as back up. Since there is some trouble 
with the antennas on the 147.120 system, the 
145.190 system was offered for use on the 
Net. Also the 145.190 is a closed system, and 
may not be used other than for the nets. You 
will be allowed to test reception on the system, 
but do it sparingly.

THE N. 
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Severe Weather Strikes 
Northeast Wisconsin 


The first severe weather events of the 
season hit northeast and parts of central 
Wisconsin in mid May. The Doppler radar at 
the NWS Office in Green Bay, and our severe 
weather spotters. played crucial roles in the 
issuance of accurate and timely warnings and 
forecasts during the events. 

On Saturday, May 13, scattered thunder- 
storms developed and moved across northeast 
Wisconsin. One storm near Oshkosh produced 
3/4 inch diameter hail. Small hail was also 
reported with the same storm in Green Bay. 





Severe Weather Event Report 
May 16, 1995 
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May 16 was much more active. A warm 
front pushed north into the region during the 
day, triggering thunderstorms across parts of 
central and northeast Wisconsin. A thunder- 
storm in the morning produced nickel-size hail 
(0.88 inch) in the city of Oconto (Oconto Co.). 
Other severe storms developed in the warm 
tropical air during the afternoon. Numerous 
reports of hail up to golf-ball size (1.75 inch) 
were received from spotters with some of the 
storms. 
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Doppler Radar Basics: 


Reflectivity 


The NWS Doppler radar (officially 
known as the WSR-88D) is the world's most 
advanced weather radar system. Over 70 
products can be generated every 5 to 10 
minutes, giving the radar meteorologist plenty 
to look at! One of the most important, and 
basic products is reflectivity. Reflectivity is a 
measure of target intensity. The radar energy 
that returns to the radar after "bouncing" off of 
a target (e.g., precipitation) is measured by the 
radar. The stronger the rcturned signal, the 
more intense the precipitation. 

All weather radars produce reflectivity 
products. What makes the new Doppler radar 
system better than older radars is that it is 
capable of identifying small-scale features. The 
new system sends out a stronger and narrower 
beam of energy to detect weather targets. This 
beam allows the radar to detect atmospheric 
phenomena that was never seen before with 
other radars.
